are forced and “some newspapers are 
just dropped out of existence,” 
Publishers who had contracted for 
tonnage in advance in 1919 will have 
enough to last them through Decem­ 
ber, but for 1920 “sheer inability to 
get paper at any price” will drive 
many journals out of business.

manufacturers

speeding up production to the limit of 
their ability, but can see little hope 
of so increasing the supply aá to per­ 
mit newspapers of daily publication 
to use as much paper as they have 
used Jin 1919.
